DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kobayashi et al. 

With respect to Claims 1,10,13, Kobayashi teaches the reading input that a first 
carrier is being mounted of printed articles, the reading of a bar code id of the first 
carrier and the record associating the printed articles and the computer readable 
medium on the front page diagram. The Examiner notes that the parts on the reels of 
Kobayashi are printed articles(resistors, capacitors and inductors and transistors are 
always printed with magnitude information) as broadly recited in the instant claims. The 
remaining dependent-claims recite additional bar coding and tracking of printed articles 
which are discussed in Kobayashi's claims.Any inquiry concerning this communication 
or earlier communications from the examiner should be directed to Charles H Nolan, Jr.
